Foreign observers at Nanking 
on Saturday repor ted that Chiang 
Kai-shek was far stronger mili- 
tarily than is generally recognised 
and that the Nanking party was 
successfully ‘counter-attacking on 
the north of the Yangtsze. The 
observers were'dumbfounded on 
hearing that Chiang Kai-shek had 
resigned. :

Chihli Provincial Government Snatituted. @ new tax on the export - 
of carpets, and announcéd that:a Carpet Tax Bureau would collect 


the levy instead of. the Bank of Communications. 


This tax is con- 


sidered illegal by the foreign exporters so they attempted to get 
their documents passed by the Customs Branch of the Bank at Tien- 
_tain' independently of ‘the Tax Bureau: Galvin and a Chinese inter- 
fered and persuaded the Bank officials not to certify the documenta. 
This was occurred on two occasions, and Congular action against Gal-

Further ‘ developments in. con- 
nection with the Carpet Tax scan- 
day took place on Saturday morn- 
ing. It will be recalled that: on 
Friday afternoon, a number :of 
foreign ' carpet-exporters, whose 
consignments had been duly 
assessed by the Customs, pre- 
sented their duty memos at the 
Customs Branch ‘of. the Bank of 
Communications, .and tendered 
the legal duty. 

The Bank officials were prevent- 
ed from accepting payment of the 
export duty by the officious inter. 
ference of one W. P, Galvin,, a

he firm of Berger's Enterprises, 
Ltd., together with certain Chin- 
ese'who clainred:to represent the 
Carpet Tax Pyreqgu. The export- 
ers therefore recovered’ and took 


away their documents and report-.

spective consular authorities’ and 
the French Police. «:. 

On Saturday a number of foreign 
carpet-exporters, accompanied’ by 


Mr. G. C. Pelham, British Vice-; 


Consul, M. Bonnefous, a French 
Lawyer, and Inspector Jobez of 
the French Police proceeded to 
the Customs Branch of the Bank 
Jof Communications. There Mr. 
Pelham, on behalf of four British 
firms, namely, Messrs. Greenland 
& Co,, Messrs. Fairchild & Co., 
the Eastern Trading Co., and the 
China Carpet Co. tendered the 
duty memos and cheques in full 
payment of the duty entered 
thereon to one of the employees 
of the Bank. 


Galvin Interferes. 


~ Galvin and a Chinese who gave 
his name as Nsing Ling thereupon 
interfered and‘forbade the bank 
employee.. to give the usual re- 
ceipt. Asked by the British Vice- 
Consul whether he was a British 
subject Galvin said “Yes.”

CENTRAL BANK NOTES, 

So much experience has China 
had in the past with depreciated, 
Jeurrencies that the only’ idea the 
Hankow Government can have had 
in establishing the. Central Bank 
must have been to disrupt the en- 
tire fabric of, trade. Of course it 
was done. under absolute Com- 
munist auspices, and, in combina- 
tion with the embargo on silver in 
possession of the foreign banka, it 
to a large extent achieved its 
Jobject in that unfortunate centre. 
The'wonder to-day is not that Cen- 
tral, Bank notes exchange at $1.75 
to a real. dollar, but that there is 
any quotation at all, for the notes 
have been so long on their road to 
worthlessness that they are practi- 
cally uselesa for, normal purposes. 
Lacking anything In the shape of a 
silver reserve, they. cannot hope to 
escape the. fate ,of other similar 
currencies, throughout the world, 
The question then arises as to 
what the next step will be once 
these -notes have ceased to be 
worth even the ‘paper they are 
printed on. Since the war all such 
experiments with a fictitlous cur- 
rency, have ended in precisely the 
same way, for the old'notes have 
had to be swept aside as, utterly 
worthless, and such new currencies 
as the achilling In Austria, the gold 
mark in Germany and the cher- 
vonetz in Russia brought into exist- 
ence, Taking the case of Russia, 
one may. query what advantage 
accrued from the.issue of -all that 
enormous mags of rouble currency 
which flooded the country, because 
it cannot be said to have hastened 
the triumph of Bolshevism there or 
put it on any more substantial foot- 
ing, but fn the Jong run it waa an 
netual encumbrance to the Soviet. 
Such being the case it might have 
been «thought that, In order ‘to 
secure a rensonably long lease of 
life in Hankow,, the Reds . might 
have dealt more tenderly with cur- 
rency matters. If these notes were 
not issued to provide a. cheap way 
of financing their campaign, these 
people were surely going to un- 
necessary trouble for there were 
other and more traditional ways of 
milking «the provinces ° through 
which they passed and that with- 
out’ the.trouble of Issuing notes.—

FIRE IN GINNERY. 


Brisbane, July 5. 


A message from Rockhampton’ 


states that a disastrous fire occur- 
red at the Glenmore ginnery ‘last 
night, and destroyed a storage shed 
containing seed and grade cotton.

£20,000. The layout of the. Glen- 
more differs from other ginneriea, 
in as much as the seed shed is well 
detached from the machinery sec- 
tlon, Fortunately there was little 
wind and the brigade confined the 
fire to the one building, toa 

The serlous aspect ‘of the fire is 
that tho secd includes 8,000,000Ib. 
of Durango, representing the bulk 
of the seed for next year’s planting 
in-Queensland. A considerable por- 
tion of this was destroyed, . but at 
the suggestion of the manager the 
firemen early concentrated on this 
portion of the: buflding, and it is 
hoped that a good proportion has 
been saved, is winds Se 

It is estimated that about 200 tons 
of seed, valued at £5,000, was des- 
troyed. Most of the cotton waa in- 
tended to fill an order. from Bond 
and Co.: (Sydney). As a result of 
the fire the best grade of seed is to 
be saved ‘from future ginning this 
season, and all seed from the State 
farm is to be saved. '

“NOT GOOD ENOUGH TO 
; RULE CHINA.” . 
(By C. J. Ketchum) 

The young ex-Emperor of ‘China 
broke his silence on ‘the « political 
and military problems of hia coun- 
try, which he has maintained for 
more than the two years since he 
was driven from his béd in the 
Imperial Palace at Peking. by Gen- 
eral Feng Yu-hslang and forced to 
take refuge in the British Lega- 
tion. 

He waa afterwards brought safe- 
ly from Peking by his, British 
tutor, and he has lived in exile in 
the Japanese concession’ at Mens 
tsin ‘ever since, © 

I saw him In the billiard-room 


in the top storey. of an old Chinese ]- 


restaurant which has been”, con- 
verted for him into a “palace.” Tt 
is situated in the centre of the 
former public gardens. ° 
Here'the young ex-Emperor re- 
sides, his windows overlooking a 
fountain which springs from an 
enchanting lotus..pond amid an 
arbour of green foliage and. thou- 
fada ‘of crimson roses all ‘alone 


——|with his Empresas.

He {a tall .and of. an athletic 
build and much older in appear- 
ance than he actually ia. He 
looks a typical Chinese scholar. 

He told me that he spent most 
of hia time studying the Chinese 
classics and English with his Bri- 
tish tutor, and’ that. he devoted 
hours to the strenuous exercises 
of Chinese: boxing. 

The King sat and talked on a 
black silk divan, with black skul? 
cap set at a jaunty angle, and ser- 
vants bowed their way in and out 
of his presence.

His dictatorship is im- 
portant, because it ‘will bring 
jowetner as one force all the parties 
in the North, ‘but it must not be 
forgotten that, {t will also congoli- 
date awiftly all the factioris which 

are now divided In the South. 

“What the effect will be I can- 
not say, but I. believe his. is the 

jlast resolute stand ‘against the 

Southerners—the so-called Na- 
tfonalists. . Whether or not he suc- 
ceeds in his programme depends 
almoat entirely’on the mensure of 
assistance he receives from Britain 
and Japan, 

“Japan, I know, will help him, 
because she realises that her own 
interests are threatened. Japan 
never hesitates to help, where her 
own Interests are involved, but’ 
Britain algo should come to his 
assistance.. : 

She can help with money’ and 
in a military way, for without 
some ‘assistance of this kind Chang 
Tso-lin, who-has remained in power 
so long only because of the support 
of the Japanese, can scarcely be 
expected to hold out against the 
combined forces of the South which 
are now pressing: northward to 
bring about his downfall.” °

ISLANDS. 


The ‘United States, Conat _ and 
Geodetic Survey steamer “Path- 
finder” has returned to Manila from 
a four months surveying and chart- 
ing cruiso.jn the Batanes Islanda.” 


“The surveya executed ' by. the 
“Path finder,” ‘sald one of the offi- 
cors, extended as for north'as the 
International boundary, which is de- 
fined in the Paris treaty as passing 
through the middle of the navigable 
channel of Baschi.. This definition 
of the boundary places It eighteen 
nautical miles: North ‘of Y’Ami 
Island, the northernmost, island of 
the’ Philippines.- 
Island the Japanese islands of 
Formosa and Little Botel Tobago 
can be dgen across the Baschi Chan- 
nel and further indications of the 
proximity of the Japanese’ Empire 
can be seen in the presence of small 
Japanese vessels which cross the 
Baschi Channel, apparently to fish} 
in Fhilippine waters, 

“The history of the -Batanes peo- 
ple is diffeult to trace. It is prob- 
able that the ancestors of many of 
them came from China and Japan. 
As a whole they are.an industrious 
people and now manage, ag for cen- 
turies they’ have managed to sub- 
sist on thelr own products. - The 
impression .that one obtains from 
current stories of these people is 
misleading. Stories telling that the). 
people of the Batanes are starving 
because their rice crops have been 
ra- 


at the beautifully cultivated, hill 
aides of Batanes island. They are fn 
no way dependent on rice and the 
starvation calls for - rice, which 
issue regularly from the Batanes, 
do not come from the’ real natives 
of the Batanes but from the more 
or less recently’ arrived outsiders 
who as yet have not learned to eat 
‘Ubi’ and must have their rice,

; The Best In Man 

To turn to boxing in its general 
aspect. It is well to realise that 
boxing brings out the best in man 
rather than the worst.

None’ the less,. it is idle to 
pretend that‘all is well with box- 
ing. It-is to be regretted that so 
few of its exponents: give evidence 
of a thorough grounding in “first 
principles” that in every other 
sport are so insistently drummed 
into the learner. oe 
- Second, there are a few men 
taking part in professional ex- 
hibitions whose methods, ‘{f -not 
actually foul, go’ very close to the 
border-line; who by hitting low, 
butting; striking with the . open 
glove, etc, when, they hope they 
are on the blind side of the re- 
feree,-do not. a Httle to bring the 
sport into discredit,

sport is an infinite pity. Very 
often'‘one receives the impression

In a small hemlet in Bucking- 
hamshire there is an old barn, 
finely timbered with adze-hewn 
oak rafters. It may be 800 years 
old” and has ‘a firm and level 
threshing floor. The owner ‘had 
always intended to use this barn 
as a salle d’armes., — Foils and 
epées adorned the walls, and the 
membera of the local football club 
asked to be introduced to the art. 

The first lessons were with the 
foil, and as soon as foot and hand 
work and the usual attacks and 
parries were mastered the pro- 
ceedings terminated each night 
with a little loose play. This was 
always with the- instructor, and 
‘thus formed an advanced lesson 
and taught the boys initiative, A 
very prolonged period of teaching 
its advan- 
tages, but it is dull and. discour- 
aging to the pupil, and the result 
frequently is that when he is first 
Promoted to loose play he is com: 
pletely lost and does not know 
what to do. The method adopted 
for the village boys purposely 


‘{kept: clear. of the disadvantages 


usually encountered in 
orthodox method of teaching. 
Recklessness Discouraged. 
The lessons soon brought to the 
pupils varied and interesting foot- 
work and the added joy of actual 
fighting. The teaching. was based 
on the admirable treaties by M.

ITS FUTURE IN THE 
‘WORLD. ° 
At one stage in the development 
of wireless, amatesrs were (writes 
Sir Robert Donald in the London 


“Daily Telegraph”) restricted to- 


practising’ with - wave lengths of 
300 metres or under, which was then! 
deemed to be the. ‘non-commercial | 
sphere for transmission. 
ments soon proved that, within 
limits, the shorter the wave length 
the longer were the distances which 
‘could be covered. Senatore Mar- 
‘cont, who had -been experimenting 
during, and immediately ‘after the 
war, by his long and patient demon- 
atrations, placed short wave trans- 
mission on a practical and commer- 
cial basis. One might say that the 
position is now reversed, and that 
the non-commercial wireless is 
that which uses’ long waves. 
It ig doubtful whether more 
stations of the Rugby type will’ be 
erected exe2pt for universal broad- 
casting on a non-commercial basis. 
It looks. ag, if the future lay with, 
the beam. « The success of the short 
wave directional, or beam, has been 
unexpected by wireless experts out- 
side this country, who questioned 
Senatore Marconi’s optimism, and 
took a sceptical view of his experi- 
ments. He and his colleagues may 
now feel proud of their triumph, a8 
beam stations are springing up all 
over the world, some of them being 
built on behalf of companies which 
a few years ago had no faith in the 
system. If the beam stations erect- 
ed for the post office by the Marconi 
Company had failed, the result 
would have been disastrous for that 
corporation. As it: is, it seems a8 
if the beam were to bring it renew-

. Empire Chain. 


As far as the British Empire fs 
concerned, we are within sight of 
the completion of the major Empire 
chain, |. The Canadian Beam service 
is now carrying about 140,0¢0 words 
per week. The. Australian service 
is living up to its early promise, but 
it must not be assumed that these 
two or other stations are likely to 
work at fullest capacity or ‘at 
greatest efficiency during the firat 
few months of operation. In a new 
and. revolutionary development of: 
this kind there are .nforeseen snaga 
which. must be overcome, and re+ 
search and experiments inevitably 
go on after the system is working. 
To attain precise unity of working 
and the same standar 
dexterity in stations ‘separated by 
half the world is a difficult task, and 
it must be remembered that the post 
office, in’ securing itself ab- 
solutely. against risk, does not com- 

lete ‘paying for the stations, or rer 
jeve the Marconi.Company of its 
responsibility until six months after 
the stations have been . operating. 
It may therefore be said that tests 
continue for six months, ' 

The next station in the Empire 
chain to be opened is that for com- 
municating with South Africa. The 
official tests, for this station have 
begun. The corresponding stations 
in England sare -at Bodmin and 
Bridgewater, in association with the 
Canadian stations. On this side the 
Grimaby and Skegness stations are 
ready to begin operating with India, 
but St.will be a month before the 
stations in India. are thoroughly 
complete, It has been necessary to 
change wave lengths in this case 
and to alternate between 16,816 and 
84.168 metres. .It takes about 20 
minutes to change over. These are 


= the.major stations in the Empire 


chain included in the Government 
plan, erected in England by the 
Marconi Company and by its ssso- 
elated companies in the Dominions. | 
New Zealand is still without a wire- 
less policy, which is surprising in

Marconi Com- 
pany is erecting a large multiple 
Beam centre at Dorchester, ‘which 
will ‘include seven transmitting 
stations for-communication with the 
United States, Brazil, Buenos Aires, 
Egypt, the Far Enst, and elsewhere, 
it is a further tribute to the success 
of the Beam that the big Radio Cor-

Beam stations are being adopted 
to 9 large extent under the conces-| 
sion obtained by the Marconi Com- 
pany’ from the Portuguese’ Govern- 
ment for connecting up Europe with 
the Portuguese possessions.

A Promising Sphere. 

The South American continent is 
also a promising sphere for wireless 
development.'

South America, over the Andes to 
‘Buenos Aires, J: a short period 
there will be direct wireless com- 
munication from England to Buenos 
Aires. .That city will also be put in 
direct communication by . wireless 
with Rio. , Rapid developments may 
be expected with short-wave wire- 
leas throughcut the whole of South 
America, where the Marconi Com- 
pany’s'activities include running the 
whole postal, telegraph and wireless 
services in Peru. A heavy lose un- 
der State operation. has been turn- 
ed into a substantial profit, and, 
following upon this example, Peru’s 
nelghbour, Bolivia, has just granted 
a aimilar concession to Marconi. 

The Hastern Telegraph Company, 
which lost’ the Egyptian concession, 
defeated Marconi in competing for 
the wireless concession in Greece, 
and the Marconi Company is ‘now 
building a station for its ‘successful 
rival. It is significant that this 
great cable company should enter 
into the wireless sphere. . 

There are other developments in 
Beam wireless, notably one of the

" SHRIEKS OF THE DOOMED. 


At Least 300 Injured By

: Shanghai,.Aug. 10. 
With a roar and rumble like-an 
earthquake, the Dong Ka Wri 
roarket, building, a structure near- 
ly ‘a block long near West Gate 
collapsed | yesterday . morning 
about 8 o'clock, instantly killing 
upwards of a hundred marketmen 
and their customers, while prob-
